battle to the death was fought 
Wednesday between six members of 
the notorious Dalton gang of outlaws 
headed by Bill Dalton, and a force of 
deputy United States marshals. The 
bandidts were wiped out of existence 
by the bullets from the Winchesters of 
the posse which has been trying to ef- 
fect their capture for some time. 


The worn out courier who brought 


the news of the encounter yesterday 
to thif. place was unable to give par- 
ticulars of the actual result in killed 
and wounded on both sides, as he left 
before the end of the battle 
He be- 


lieves that one or more of the marshals 
havt been killed 


The battles scene is reported to have 


been sixty-eight miles southeast of 
this city, near Ingalls, which is the 
diviclniff Hue between the reservation 
of the Creek Inehans and Oklahoma. 
The gang of outlaw-- consisted of Hill 
Dalton, "Hitter Creek Kid,' "Tliree- 
Fmgx'red .lack Boonc, ' and two un- 
knoun i™en. On the siele of the law 
were eifrht Unitcel States deputy mar- 
shals, headed by City Marshal Wm. 
Tilprhman, of Perry, and his assistant, 
Heck Thomas 
Itoth these office] s had 


authority to act as United States mar- 
shals fiom United States Marshal Nix. 
They had a reputation all over the 
western 
states and territories for 


bravery and crack shots. 


It had been expected for some time 


that the npht would be brought on, 
and the desperate character of the ex- 
tinct band of outlaws combined with 
the deteiinitiation of the officers of the 
law to hunt them to their death gave 
assurance of a bloody battle. 
The 


leader of the gang- which has just been 
exterminated, was a brother of the 
more-famous Daltons who were killed 
at Coffeyville, Kan., durin<r a raid by 
the ganff on the bank there. One 
brother is living in California and an- 
other near Foit Smith, Ark, in the 
Creek country. 


The gang which has now been killed 


off plundered the depot at Woodward, 
only a few weeks ago, getting away 
with $10,000. 


Sheriff Scruggs left here last night 


with a posse of twelve for the scene 
of the battle 
He will make a forc%d 


march, and will be joined by posses 
which nave left Guthrie, Oklahoma 
City and 
Chandler for 
the battle 


ground 


Hill Dulton has a sister living near 


this city, and there is greatexcitement 
on account of the news of the battle. 


City Marshal Tilghman, who is re- 


ported t« have been the leader of the 
posse of exterminators, was formerly 
;ity marshal of Dodge City, Kan. A 
more daring officer of the law in this 
section of the country is not to be 
found 
There is general rejoicing here 


over the wiping out of the worst gang 
of outlaws which has infested the ter- 
ritory since the original Dalton gang 
met its Waterloo at the point of Win- 
chesters in the hands of the citizens of 
Coffeyville 


Bill Dalton was a cousin to the noto- 


rious Youngers, who were the terror 
of Missouri for a long time, and all oi 
whom are either dead from bullets or 
in the pamtentiary 
The crimes of the 


Dalton gang are too numerous to men- 
tion

charged to them.

This is true o 
every industry that has been started in 
the last 30 years by a protective tariff 
The protectionist creates a condition tc 
invite the building up of an industry 
The manufacturer who sees the con 
dition and invests his capital in the en 
tcrprise under the condition comes after 
ward. 


But when the manufactories have been 


built up, and begin to prosper and em 
ploy labor at good wages, it would no 
be at all strange if the larger per cent, o 
them favored the party that stands for 
protection in the campaigns, rather than 
support a party opposed to the building 
up of American industries and in favor 
of tearing down the conditions under 
which the factories were started and ar 
run. 
Not every man in this country can 


be expected to vote against his own 
terests to satisfy a lean and 
party prejudice.

legislate as to create conditions that wil 
invite capital into manufacturing chan 
nels and protect it after it has been so 
invested, to the end, that our own indus 
tries may be diversified and our people 
employed, at good wages.

'ree-traders. In support of this allega- 
tion it is only necessary to point to the 
speech Grover Cleveland made April 2, 
L892,to the manufacturers at Providence, 
S. 1., in which he said: 


The manufacturer who sees in free 


raw materials u reduced cost of his pro- 
ducts, resulting in an increased con- 
sumption and an extension of his mar- 
cets, and a constant activity and return 
!or his invested capital, can hardly trust 
,he party who first resisted any reform 
n the tariff, then juggled with it, and 
ast flatly refused him the relief he still 
needs. 


In this Grover Cleveland makes a 


square bid for the vote and influence of 
he manufacturer—a thing no protec 
ionist ever did. In fact Grover tells 
lim that the protectionists have flatly 
refused him the relief he ought to have. 


The offer of free raw material, the

s a direct fraud upon the consumer.

Uncle Sam's Improved System 


Will .Go Into Effect July 1. 


There will be for sale at the postofflce 


July 1 a new money order by which 
large and small sums can be trans- 
mitted by letter with safety and at 
rates much less than the present. Or-- 
dors for S2.50 or loss caa be had for 3 
cents, and orders for larger amounts up 
to 8100 at rates grading up to 30 cen ts. 
The schedule of fees for^he new money 
orders has been reduced to the basis 
now'charged by the various express 
companies for transmitting money, and 
will be as follows: For 8.150 or less 
cents; $2.50 to $5, 5 cents; $5 to 810, 8 
cents; 810 to 820,10 cents; 8CO to 830,. 2 
cente; 830 to-840,15 cents; 840 to 8T>0,18 
cents; 850 to 860,20 cents; $60 to 875, 
cents; 875 to 8100, 30 cents. 


The postal note gives no security to 


the sender. 
Anybody can 
get

cashed simply by signing his name ami 
presenting it for payment at any oflV o 
authorized to pay postal notes. Tl o 
new money order, on the other hiinii, 
by a system o£ coupons serving as an ef- 
fective check both upon purchaser and 
postmaster, is apt to prove a satisfac- 
tory solution of the long-mooted prob- 
lem of reissuing fractional currency for 
conveniencies in mail purchases. 


Under the now system postmasters 


will 
receive a commission of three 


cents for each money order issued. At 
present they get 3^conts for each order 
issued and the same amount for each 
order paid, and one cent for each pos- 
tal note issued and three-fourths of a 
cent for each note paid.

EVIDENCE FOR THE PIMPLE. 


Mrs. Boyd, the 
widow, who was 


dressed in black, was called to testify. 
She is the mother1 of seven children, and 
had her infant child on her lap as she 
gave her testimony. State's Attorney 
Mills put the questions which were an- 
swered 'calmly and to the point. She 
paid: I am the widow of Rolla Boyd and 
we lived on the Creekmur place in Whit- 
more township. We have lived there 
since February last. The barn is not 
far from the house. It is a double barn 
with a passage way between the stalls 
on each side. We had one side ' and 
Creekmur reserved the other side for his 
use. Jesse Birchfield had a stallion in 
the middle stall on the Creekmur side. 
I know a girl named May Hart. She 
was at my house the last week in Janu- 
ary. She said she was about 15 years 
old. She stayed a day or two over a 
week. I don't think she was very bright. 
I know of John Creekmur boing with 
that girl. About two or three days after 
she came to our house John Creekmur 
had her out riding at night. When 
they camp back they went to the barn 
and it was 11 o'clock when the girl 
camp to tho house. A few nights after- 
ward went out again. They came back 
again that night and went to the barn. 
They stayed until 11 o'clock. After the 


Creekmur. I did not see them go into the 
barn.Creekmur'sflog came into the yard. 
I do not know of my own knowledge in 
in what sort of vehicle my husband came 
home. I do not know whether the man 
that brought him home went away or 
not. About two nights afterward the 
girl went away again. Some one came 
to the fence to get her. The person had 
a buggy, saw them drive away. The 
girl said she was going home. The 
buggy was on the west side of the fence. 
It was a top buggy. The back curtain 
was up. This was early in the evening 
after supper -as late as 7 o'clock. I saw 
a buggy drive up afterwards and the 
girl returned. The girl did not come in 
at once. I saw no one when the buggy 
arrived. It was about 11 o'clock when 
the girl got into the house. After the 
girl got in my husband got up and went 
out and met the man who brought her 
back. They were talking at the gate. I 
got up and looked out of the window and 
1 recognized the man as John Creekmur. 
They had a loud conversation. Creek- 
mur admitted that he and Sam Core had 
the. girl out and that Sam held her 
while he had intercourse with her. I 
heard what Creekmur said but could 
not hear what my husband said as 
he talked low while Creekmur talked 
loud. They were about fifty feet away 
from where I was. Do not remember of 
seeing Creekmur at my house on Satur- 
day prior to my husband's death. My 
husband 
went 
away to 
work on 


a 
ditch Saturday 
and came home 


Sunday. He had not been drinking 
Sunday. He came home in a cart and 
said Bob Clifton and he had been at 
Maroa. John Creekmur came to our 
house Sunday evening as we were eating 
supper and he went into the bedroom 
and set down. After supper my hus- 
band and I went in whore Creekmur 
was and my husband handed Creekmur 
a letter. Creekmur opened the letter 
and read it. I was in the room only a 
few minutes. After he read the letter 
and after 1 had left the room I heard 
him ask my husband why he had given 
him away. "How does it come that you 
have given me away?" He did not 
speak excitedly. My husband replied he 
had not given him away. I heard other 
conversation between them about the 
ditch. 1 heard my husband tell Creek- 
mur about some one telling him in Ma- 
roa that he could be made tell what he

The Commonwealers Find a Cham- 


pion in the Senate. 


THEIR RIGHT TO PETITION DEFEHDED 


The House, Under the New Quorum 


Counting Rule, Settles Down to Busi- 


ness—Diplomatic and Consular 


Bill Discussed—Other Bills. 


RBNATK. 


WASHISOTOK. April 19.—The approach to 


Washington or various bands that have come 
to be designated "the army ot the Common 
•weal" was the subject of a brief but gomewha 
remarkable discussion In tho senate to-day 
A-resolution bad been offered last Saturday 
by Mr. Pefler for the appointment of a BO 
lect committee of nine senators to receive 
all written or printed communications from 
these visitors and to hear them orally In 
the presentation of their grievances. This 
resolution was laid before the senate In the 
morning hour to-day and Its author explained 
the motives which had led him to offer It. The 
action which he proposed would do much to 
modify and mollify the popular expression as 
to the excluslveness of the senate and as to its 
right to the title of the American house of 
lords. 


The populist senator from Nebraska—Mr. 


Allen—said that It would be unwise .'or the 
senate to deny to these men the right to pre- 
sent their grievances in person. They had a 
right he said, to be treated with as much cour- 
tesy and kindness as the president of the 
United States. And he expressed great indig- 
nation at the idea given out that they were to 
be received with the bayonets of soldiers and 
the clubs of policemen. 


The resolution went over at 1 o'clock with- 


out action, and then the tariff bill was taken 
up, and a speech was mado in opposition to It 
by Mr. Perlclns. 


After his speech, eulogies on the late Repre- 


sentative Enochs, of Ohio, wore delivered, and 
at 5:15 p. m. the senate adjourned. 


HOUSE. 


The house at 12:15 resumed consideration of 


the diplomatic and consular bill. 
, 


Mr. Dingley. referring to the statements 


made by Mr. McCreary and Mr. Hooker con- 
cerning Minister Stevens, read the report of 
the senate committee on foreign relations, 
which investigated the Hawaiian affairs, as 
fully vindicating the minister. 


The resolution adopted by the house was in 


opposition to the facts found by the senate 
committee and while the matter may be 
res judicata so far as the house was con- 
cerned, as claimed by Mr. McCreary, it is not 
res judicata as far as public opinion is con- 
cerned, and tho verdict that history writes 
will be in accordance with the conclusions of 
the senate committee. 


Mr. Grow repeated his declaration of yester- 


day that he did not care how the new govern- 
ment of Hawaii camo into existence; it was 
enough for him that it rose upon tho ruina of 
monarchy and despotism. He denounceed the 
policy of the present administration because 
it construed every question in favor of the re- 
jected and despised monarchy, and against the 
liberty-loving people of Hawaii, struggling to 
secnre for themselves the same institutions 
as 
exist 
In this country. "When 
the 


gentleman from Kentucky (Mr. McCreary) 
contended tbat because the house had ac- 
cepted the resolution he bad read, therefore 
the matter is concluded, Mr. Grow said that he 
did not forget that when the blackest Incident 
In American history, written amonf the plo- 
neers of Kansas by the administration of 
James Buchanan, party zeal In the house and 
In the other end of the capltol gave it support 
and approval. The next blackest episode is 
now being written by this administration in 
its treatment of the Hawaiian matter. 


Mr Adams recited the action of Secretary 


Blalne and President Harrison in promptly re- 
cognizing 
the provisional government of 


Brazil formed upon the ruins of the monarchy 
of Dom Pedro II, as contradistinguished from 
that of Secretary Gresham an4 President 
Cleveland towards the provisional govern- 
ment of Hawaii, as illustrating the dlfferance 
between the foreign policy of the republican 
party and that of the democratic party. 


Mr. Wanger, replying to Mr. McCreery's 


Btatement yesterday that prior to bis appoint- 
ment as postmaster-general John Wanamaker 
•was politically unknown, said that as far back 
as 1882 the republican party of Pennsylvania 
turned with practical unanimity to Wana- 
maker to be its candidate for representative- 
at-large. He was known all over the state, and 
his reputation would compare favorably with 
that of many men who have received high of- 
fice under the administration. 


The general debate was closed by Mr. Mc- 


Creary in a hurried review of the principal 
features of the foreign policy of the last ad- 
ministration which had been lauded by Mr. 
Adams. The Brazilian incident, particularly 
mentioned by Mr. Adams, Mr. McCreary said, 
•was brought about by the introduction of n 
resolution by himself asking the secretary of 
Btato to tell why the republic of Brazil had not 
been recognized. Public attention having thus 
been called to the negligence of the Harrison 
administration, it 
suddenly awoke to the 


necessity 
of 
acting. 
and 
Secretary 


Blalne's message was sent. 
The Samoan, 


Chilean, Behring sea and Hawaiian inci- 
dents, Mr. McCrenry 
said, 
all 
reflected 


discredit upon the Harrison administration, 
the interests of the United States being sacri- 
ficed In Samoa and Behring Sea. and bluster 
and braggadocio marking the treatment of 
Chile and Hawaii. In conclusion he said that 
gome recent elections appeared to have given 
much satisfaction to tho gentlemen on the 
other side. 
[Republican laughter and ap- 


plause.] "But," he said, "let me say to them, 
•wait till the regular elections are hold in No- 
vember, and they will find that democracy is 
again triumphant." [Applause on botb sides | 


The clerk read the bill in sections (or de- 


bate under the five-minute rule. 


Mr. Lacey offered an amendment striking 


out the appropriation for the payment of the 
salary of Minister Willis. This opening anew 
the Hawaiian question, it was discussed with 
much animation.

AboutS p. m., the lit 
inst., the San Francisco dropped ancho 
in the offing- of Blue-fields, within easj 
reach of the British war ship Magi 
cienne. The usual courtesies 
wer 


then exchanged between Capt. Wat 
son, of the San Francisco, and Capt 
Clark, of the Magieienne. 


At 10 p. m. that night the Magi 


cienne steamed away for Colon, leav 
ing a message that she' would return 
in six days. Then at 9 a. m., yester 
day, Capt Watson, attended by hi 
staff, came ashore, and went straigh 
to the United States consulate, where 
a consultation was held with the 
United States consul, C. Braida, anc 
which lasted up to 3 p. m., when Capt. 
Watson returned to his ship, accom 
panied by Hon. S. C. Braida, as the 
guest of the San Francisco. 


As a further illustration of the sub 


lime cheek displayed by Carlos A 
Lacayo, so soon as it became known 
that the United States war ship San 
Francisco was at anchor in the offing 
he hoisted the flag of Nicaragua over 
his residence. It is situated near Cot 
ton Tree Point, at the south end of the 
town, and has been built and improvec 
at the expense of this community. I 
is not only Lacayo's residence am 
headquarters, but it has also, in 
direct 
opposition to the 
arrange 


ments made by Capt. Howe, of 
th« 


British war ship Cleopatra, been con 
verted into a military quarter. Then 
anticipating a call from Capt. Watson 
and his officers, Lacayo prepared a 
sumptuous champagne dinner for the 
occasion, but, to the honor of our fl* 
Capt. Watson and his officers returnee 
to the San Francisco without exchang 
ing courtesies with the would-be die 
tator. 


Necessarily, Lacayo and his bench 


men were both disappointed and hu 
miliated at not being recognized by 
the commander of the United States 
war ship during his first official visii 
ashore. The sentiment of the cominu' 
nity is expressed in the following in- 
terview:
